Pittsburg, April 17 -Ov er 12,000.000 
eggs are expected to arriv e in Pitts­ 
burg. 
More than 8,000,000 were re­ 
ceiv ed for the week ending yesterday. 
These eggs are brought here from all 
the riv er ports between Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati. 
For 
some 
weeks 
all 
fteaniers hav e been heav ily laden with 
the hen product. 
After arriv ing here 
about 7'» per cent are shipped by rail 
to New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and other eastern cities, 17 per cent 
are put in cold storage for use during 
the fall and winter months and the 
other lo per cent are consumed In and 
about this city. 
Aside from the v ast number of eggs 
receiv ed by water some of the local 
dealers claim that there are as many 
more receiv ed by rail, so that -from 
April 10 to 22 there will hav e arriv ed 
in this market about 
40,000,000 
eggs. 
As there are about 800,000 eggs con­ 
sumed in and around Pittsburg each 
day, according to dealers’ statements, 
there is nev er an ov erstocked market, 
and for that reason there is no likeli­ 
hood of the price being reduced. 
Receipts of Easter eggs this year 
are the heav iest ev er known among 
Pittsburg Jobbers, yet the prices will 
remain firm, as there Is no trouble 
experienced in disposing of them and 
there is always a ready market. Eggs 
are brought up the riv er on packets in 
lots of from 700 to 2,700 cases and de­ 
posited at the wharv es where they are 
disposed of in lot3 by the large dealers

excellent 
spirts and was anxiou s that the trial 
shou ld go on withou t fu rther delay. 
The first trial of the girl was su spend­ 
ed after several days had b een con­ 
su med in secu ring a Ju ry and after 
the taking of testimony had progreased 
to a critical point. 
One of the Ju ry­ 
men b ecame ill, the attack b ecoming 
so seriou s as to necessitate the decla­ 
ration of a mistrial. 
The second trial 
went to a conclu sion, b u t resu lted in 
a disagreem ent of the ju ry, atfer the 
12 men had delib erated for an entire I 
day and night. 
The foreman reported 
to the cou rt that the ju ry was hope i 
■ ess y divided, so a m istrial was finally 
ordered. 
It was said afterw ard the 
Ju ry stood six for acqu ittal and six 
for conviction. 
The third trial was set for Monday. 
April 10, b u t was postponed at the re- | 
qu est of the district attorney, who dc- j 
sired to have the m atter of the e xtra -! 
dition of J. Morgan Smith and his 
wife from Cincinnati settled b efore the I 
hearing shou ld proceed. It is said that j 
Hymen Stern, the pawnb roker from | 
whom it is alleged the pistol with 
which V mu g was killed was b ou ght, 
has b een u nab le to identify Smith and 
a seriou s qu estion has arisen at the 
district attorney’s office as to whether 
or not the Smiths will b e called as 
w itnesses at the forthcoming 
trial.

stru ction of their fieet. 
They b elieve 
that Togo’s tactics will b e to avoid an 
open sea fight and that he will lau nch 
a series » if de.sperat« * night torpedo 
attack s in the? hope of throw ing the 
Ru ssian fleet inio confu sion, sc a tter­ 
ing the line of ships and giving his 
faster b attleships and cru isers an op- 
jxjrtu nity to su rrou nd 
and 
destroy 
them individu ally, and if some of Fto 
jestven sk y ’s ships escape to Vladivos­ 
tok, to b ottle them u p there. 
For the moment the conservative 
cou nsels of th« j peace party, which 
party realizes that the military will b e 
u tterly 
hopeless 
if 
R ojestvensky’s 
fleet is completely destroyed, and con­ 
siders it hest to open negotiations b e­ 
fore the issu e is pu t to a test, are 
ru dely thru st aside. 
The adm iralty 
clam ors for a chance to retrieve its 
repu tation and the war party generally 
se» » ms to b e convinced that the e m ­ 
peror of R u ssia's position will not b e 
worse if the b attle is lost, while the 
destru ction of Togo’s fleet wou ld spell 
ru in for Japan. 
The em peror himself, 
it is u nderstood, expresses great con­ 
fidence in victory, and shou ld victory 
come he will u ndou b tedly fix the im­ 
perial seal to the b ig naval program 
prepared b y the admiralty. 


O utbre a k a t Iron Work s . 
The ou tb reak at the Bu tiloff iron 
works which cu lm inated in the clos­ 
ing of the concern originated b ecau se 
of a scheme of the employes ro m ake 
the b u rial of men who were killed in a 
recent accident in the works a grand 
political 
dem onstration. 
The w ork­ 
men proposed to have Interm ent made 
in the Sm olensk cem etery, which is in 
Vassili Ostrov, opposite th» » city, and 
which wou ld involve a five-mile parade 
if the 12,000 workm en directly throu gh 
the heart of the city. 
T he police in­ 
sisted that interm en t take place in a 
cem etery n e ar 
the 
works, b u t the 
workmen refu sed and, it is reported, 
will endeavor to carry ou t their pro­ 
gram , which will mean certain con­ 
flict with the police and Cossacks. 
T he possib ility of a complete change

W ashington, April 17.—General H al­ 
bert E. Paine, a Union veteran of the 
Civil war and a lawyer of national 
reputation, died her*- He was 80 years 
of age and succumbed to a com plica 
tion of diseases. 
He was born In C h a r 
don, O. 
He was conspicuous as a de­ 
fender of W ashington during General 
Jubal A E arly’s raid in 1864. 
Subse­ 
quently he was a m em ber of the botise 
of representatives from 1865 to 1871 
from Wisconsin. 
He was a recognized 
authority on the election laws of the 
country. 
His work on contested elec­ 
tions was used as an authority in the 
Hayes-Tilden controversy. 
He was a 
law- partn er of Carl Sclrurz in New 
York for several years and w as e n ­ 
gaged in many celebrated cases. 
His 
w ife and one daughter, Mrs. Story B. 
Ladd, survive him.
